RAILROAD MEN CONFER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—The gov- 
ernment is perfecting its plans to make 
the movements of troops to the coast 
defenses, orders for which. were is- 
sued by the War Department Friday 
and published at that time. 

A conference was held here today 
by representtatives of the following 
railroads to arrange for the trans- 
portation of light artillery men and 
their accouterments: The Atlantic 
coast lines, the Southern Railroad, 
the Seaboard Air Line, and the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio.

Getting Out Torpedo Charges and 
Perfecting Bay Defenses,

NEWPORT (R. L,) March 13.—There 
has been the greatest activity today 
at the torpedo station in preparing 
charges for torpedo outfits and also in 
perfecting the defenses at the en- 
trance of Narragansett Bay. In the 
machine shops at the station, the 
lathes cutting the shells for fuses and 
primers were run to their full capacity, 
while extra hands were in the fuse 
room, loading and packing. The gun

Since the war 
scare, there has been a large demand 
for fuses from the ships fitting out, 
and as there is practically no reserve 
supply, extra work has been made 
compulsory and that, too, without pro- 
viding for regular orders. [In the mag- 
azine at Rose Island, there are several 
thousand pounds of Dupont cotton, 
purchased at the tme of the burning 
of the factory bere? This is used for 
the loading of torpédo warlieads. To- 
morrow another consignment of White- 
head torpedoes will come from the 
Bliss Company’s works at Brooklyn. 

The torpedo boats Gwynn and Tal- 
bot had steam up today, ready to be 
turned over to the officers and crew, 
who are expected tomorrow. Early 
tonight the torpedo boat Stiletto re- 
turned unexpectedly from New York, 
where she has been all winter, for tests 
of her oil-burning furnaces. iIt is as- 
sumed that she will be used for carry- 
ing smokeless powder to Newport, as 
it is produced here. A vessel-load of 
powder arrived at Fort Adams today 
and another lot is expected by rail 
soon. 

This morning there arrived several 
tons of. cables for submarine mines, 
for both the middle and west passages 
of the bay. Mines, anchors and firing 
apparatus are already at hand. 

FORT RILEY WAITING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.] 

JUNCTION CITY (Kan.,) March 13.— . 
The three bateries of artillery ordered 
from Fort Riley to tae South are 
ready to start, but a messaye received 
here today stated that Lieut.

QUIET AT LEAGUE ISLAND. 


Warships Have Conled and Are 
| Ready to Get Away. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

PHILADELPHIA, Merch 13.—There 
was a general absence at League Isl- 
and navy yard today of the unusual 
activity which prevailed last Sun- 
day and the Sunday previous. A few 
workmein were busy ebout the yards 
and about the ships, but their work 
was of a finishing-up character. The 
Miantonomah, Katahdin, Minneapolis 
and Columbia are now all ready to 
start within a day or two, if so or- 
dered, and whatever adidtional repairs 
may be necessary can be attended 
to en route. 

All the warships are coaled and have 
most of their stores aboard, and about 
all that remains to be done now is 
to replenish their stock of ammunition. 
This will be done at the government 
magazine, a short distance below the 
navy yard, and all the vessels will then 
be reafly for sailing at a moment's 
notice. 

The Columbia is anchored in the 
river; and as soon as her marines ar- 
rive will steam to the magazine. 

The government tug Leiden Ifs ex- 
pected tomorrow or Tuesday, and will 
tow a large barge-load of coal to Key 
West. It Is reported that the govern- 
ment is negotiating for the purchase 
of a large number of barges in this 
city to be used for carrying coal and 
supplies. The work of recruiting lands- 
men, ordinary seamen and machinists 
will continue until further orders. 
There has been a rush of applicants 
for the army and naval branch all 
week, but the officers in charge are 
accepting only those who pass a most 
rigid examination in this connection. 
In consequence, only a few are being 
chosen, and these are men who come 
up to every requirement. 

Comparative quiet alsa prevailed at 
the other establishments im this vi- 
cinity capable of executing government 
‘work. The officials of the Midvale 
Steel Works are always reticent about 
work going on there, but from other 
sources it was learned that the extra 
forces of men have recently been work- 
ing on projectiles. 

No Sunday w ork is under way ‘at the 
Frankfort arsenal. Last Week an order 
was received there to work ten hours a 
day, but whatever contract was in- 
volved has probably been completed, 
for the order was rescinded last night. 
The average daily output of cartridges 
there is 48,000 rounds, but during the 
ten-hour day this could be increased 
by from eight to ten thousand. It is 
the only arsenal in the United States 
where small ammunition is made. The 

number of employés has been increased 
from 600 to 700 workmen. 


At the Schuylkill arsenal nothing was 
going on. This arsenal merely makes 


clothing and tents for the regular army 
and sometimes for the State militia, 
and it employs about ninety persons. 

There was work today at Cramp’s 
yards, but it was on the mew Klondike 
steamers Indiana and Pennsylvania.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Presidenf 
McKinley occupied his pew at the Mete 
ropolitan Church this morning, and 
listened t6 a sermon by Dr. Hugh 
Johnson, his pastor, which dealt af 
some length and quite directly with 
the problem which so thoroughly en« 
grossed the President's mind. He 
took the Spanish situation for his texty - 
and during the discourse, said: 

“One thing is certain. We shall nof 
have war unless there is absolute 
justification for it. The dignity and 
honor of the nation shall be upheld 
and American loyalty and bravery ree 
main untarnished as ever; but the cain 
and firm attitude of the Chief Exece 
utive assures us that neither by 
prejudice, passion, popular clamor 
hysteria nor ambition will this natioy 
be involved in a deadly strife. See 
cure from invasion, with inexhaustible 
wealth and resources, with a people ful] 
of the martial spirit, and able to puf 
10,000,000 soldiers into the field, and 
cover the sea with battleships, what have 
we to fear from a bankrupt nation 
that: cannot even subdue twenty og 
thir@f thousand ragged, ill-fed and 
poorl} “yipped Cuban insurgents? Oy 
from: an alliancé of France and alj 
the Latin nations against us? ‘Comg 
the three corners of the world in arms, 
and we shall shock them.’

At Fort Washington factory are now

PROCTOR AND PARKER, 


Back in the Capital City—Great Suf- 
fering in Cuba. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Senetor 
Proctor of Vermont and his companion, 
Col. Myron M. Parker, who have been 
spending some time in-Cuba,_re- 
turned to Washington tonight. Senator 
Proctor .said, to an Associated Press 
reporter he did not desire to discuss 
his trip at present, and that further 
than to commend the good work Miss 
Clara Barton was doing in Cuba he 
had said nothing in the way of an in- 
terview. 

Col. Parker said to an Associated 
Press reporter: 

“We went to Sagua la Grande, Ma- 
tanzas, Cienfuegos and Artemisa, Prov- 
ince of Pinar del Rio. I was with Mr. 
Proctor more than half the time. The 
stories of -the amount of suffering in 
the island of Cuba have not been ex- 
aggerated. It is imtense over every 
portion of the island .The reconcentra- 
dos are gathered into the villages where 
they can be seen in all their pitiable 
aspects. It is, perhaps, greater in Ma- 
tanzas than anywhere. What impressed 
me more or less, and would doubtless 
impress any visitor to,Cuba is the ut- 
ter desolation of the island. Miss Bar- 
ton is doing great work among the re- 
concentrados, and ds to ‘be praised for 
her heroic efforts in that direction. We 
were well treated by the Spaniards.” 

In answer to the question as to what, 
in his mind, should be done to put 
an end tothe awful suffering, Col. Par- 
ker would not commit. himself, but 
said significantly that hé had no doubt 
this government would take the best 
course. He commended most highly 
the action pursued by Consul-General 
Lee, whd, he said, was a man fitted 
for his place in every respect, from 
what he had seen of his administra- 
tion of affairs there. 

“The matter of his recall reached 
there just a little befofe the contra- 
diction, and was not credited. It was 
. Genied that his return to this country 

Was wanted,” he said, 

‘In regard to the question as to 
whether the impression prevailed in 
Havana that the Maine was destrayed 
by external influences, Col. Parker 
spoke guardedly. He said, however, 
that the same impression prevailed 
there as it did here. There was little 
or no war talk, and the De Lome in- 
cident was not mentioned there during 
his visit. He left Washington Febru- 
ary 18. 

To a Post reporter, Senator Proctor 
said: “Concerning the cause of the 
Maine disaster, .I feel free to say that 
such information as I have obtained 
indicates that the explosion was from 
the outside. It does net show that the 
Spanish government or any of its 
officiais in Havana were participants 
in the crime. In the first place, I do 
not think that there were any mines 
in the harbor. I have not the slight- 
est knowledge of what the decision of 
the naval court of inquiry will be.-or 
when it will reach Washington. Such 


information as I havé is entirely 
unofficial character.”’

“NEWPORT TORPEDO.” 


Battleship Maine Was Not 
Blown Up By. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEWPORT, (R. I.,) March 13.—Lieu- 
tenant Commander McLean was inter- 
viewed at the torpedo station in re- 
gard to the report that the Maine 
had been blown up by a Nweport tor- 
pedo. The commander is authority for 
the satement that there is no such 
‘thing as a “Newport torpedo.” 

The station here is largely for ex- 
perimenal purposes in the way of 
trying and testing torpedoes, and it 
has at various ‘times experimented 
with the Whitehead, Howell and Cun- 
ningham torpedoes. The Whitehead 
torpedo, which is the projectile in gen- 
eral use in the United States navy, 
although the Howell is used to some 
extent, is an automobile device. In the 
center of the projectile, which is made 
in sizes of .16 and 18 feet in length, 
is a cylinder for the reception of com- 
pressed air, which feeds the mechan- 
ism in the tail of the torpedo, In the 
front of the cylinder for compressed 
air is placed the war-head which 
usually contains in the neighborhood 
of 250 pounds of gun-cotton. 

When the torpedo. is prepared for 
action, it is placed in a firing tube. 
The firing tube being discharged, 
throws the projectile a distance of 
fifteen or twenty feet, and the com- 
pressed air in the tank is released 
and supplies the motive ‘power for the 
mechanism in the tail.

NATIVES WANT ANNEXATION. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 13.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Among the passen- 
gers who reached here today on _ the 
Pacific Mail steamer China from Hono- 
lulu was Benjamin Cluff, president of 
the Brigham Young Academy at 
Provo, Utah. Cluff, who was born in 
the Hawaiian Islands, and who speaks 
the language like a native, was com- 
missioned by Senator Frank Cannon 
to ascertain the real sentiments of the 
kanakas in regard to annexation to 
the United States, so that the Sena- 
tor. would have some ammunition to 
offset the charges made by Senator 
Pettigrew and Congressman Cannon 
that the natives opposed annexation. 
Cluff held meetings on the three 
main islands, and addressed many 
large aydiences of natives. He asser®s 
that fully one-half of the intelligent 
natives are.in favor of annexation, 
while the remainder believe in the res- 
toration of the monarchy. The latter, 
however, prefer union with this coun- 
try, should it be found impossible to 
restore the Queen. Cluff says the story 
sent out from the islands that at one 
of his meetings the natives expressed 
@ preference for an English protec- 
torate is absurd. 
One of the interesting things that 
Cluff has is a petition to Congress 
signed by fifty natives of Hilo, pray- 
ing it to grant annexation. "This is 
significant, as Senators Pettigrew and 
Cannon declared they could not find 
a native in the whole town of Hilo 
who favored annexation. Cluff has a 
,mass of statistics, which will be of 
{interest to Congressmen anxious to se- 
cure facts in regard to native opinion 
of annexation.

The Japan Mail deprecates the idea 
of any disturbance of oriental peace 
relations through the possible failure 
of China to pay the installment of the 
indemnity due in May, amounting to 
17,500,000 taels. No difficulty is an- 
ticipated in raising this amount by 
means of the Chinese ‘‘sincerity bonds,” 
which are virtually compulsory to the 
nobility and to’ civil and military of- 
ficials, all being expected to subscribe 
for these bonds in proportion to their 
rank and income. These bonds are to 
be guaranteed by the land taxes and 
salt duties. 
Confirmation | has been received of 
the great fire at Manila, from which 
the losses are estimated at $5,000,000, 
with $700,000 insurance. 

In spite of the continued complaint 
of tightness of money and. the high 
rates of interest, the import market 
shows a healthier tone than for many 
months, so far as cottons are con- 
cerned. The movement in gray shirt- 
ings and yarns has been active. Prices 
both for American and Russian kero- 
sene have dropped to the lowest sum- 
mer quotation, and there /is little busi- 
ness, even at these low quotations. 
Sales of brown stgar have been large. 

In exports, silk is the only staple 
in. which any large business has been 
done. The export of raw silk from 
Yokohama from July 1 to January 
31 amounted to 45,113 bales; of which 
two-thirds went to Europe and one- 
third to America. ' 

The city tax in Tokio has been in- 
creased to provide funds for the repair 
of the roads, which are generally in a 
wretched condition. 

Owing to unexpected and continuous 
demands from Hongkong end Shang- 
hai- for coal for naval requirements, 
the price of Japanese coal has risen 
enormously in price. 

Since the adoption of gold monomet- 
allism in Japan, October 1, 1897, up to 
and including February 17, 1898, the 
amount of silver and notes exchanged 
for gold has aggregated 22,000,000 yen, 
of which one-seventh was silver. In 
order to facilitate the adjustment of 
coinage, the government has resolved 
to shorten the period for exchanging 
the yen price, which will be limited 
to June 30, next. 

Owing to a rupture of the combina- 
tion between the United Steamship 
companies running from Japan to 
European ports, a rate war has been 
started, and freights have already 
+ reduced from 32 shilings to 22 shil- 

ngs. 

The British battleship Victorious, which 

recently left England for the China 
‘station, ran aground at Suez, February 
13, and to get off had to discharge her 
coal and her guns. 

A dastardly attempt at train-wreck- 
ing between Asahi and Yokkaichi sta- 
tions resulted in the derailment of a 
train and the injury of five passengers. 
It was found that the rails had been 
tampered with, and the entire train 
was wrecked. None of the injured 
were fatally ‘hurt.

SHOT WIFE AND SELF. 
Andrew Schuller’s Family Troubles 
End With Bloodshed. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 13.—About 
§ o’clock this evening Andrew Schul- 
ler, a financial and mining — broker, 
fatally shot his wife and committed 
suicide at his office, No. 420 California 
street. It is believed that the tragedy 
was caused by a dispute over business 
affairs. 

Schuller, who is 7@ years old, had 
been separated from his wife, a well- 
preserved woman of 4), for over two 
years. She had been married before, 
her former husband being Eugene 
Owles, Who died in 1832, leaving. her a 
valuable estate. She frequently ac- 
cused. Schuller of having diverted the 
greater portion of this property to his 
own use, and she. stated this evening 
that the object of her visit to his of- 
fice‘today was to obtain some rmhoney 
that he had promised her. What 
passed between them in the office. is 
not known. 

Suddenly two shots fired in rapid suc- 
cession were heard, and J. C. Bunner, 
a well-known civil engineer, occupying 
an adjoining office, rushed into the hall- 
way just in time to see Schuller, pistol 
in hand, pursuing his fleeing wife. She 
fell to the floor, and as she lay pros- 
trate the enraged husband fired three 
more shots at her, emptying his re- 
volver. He then attempted to beat her 
over the head with the butt of the 
pistol, but was prevented from striking 
his victim ‘by Bunner, had 
promptly interferred, and who nar- 
rowly escaped being struck by one of 
the flying bullets. ee 

Schuller, who was excited to the point 
of frenzy, exclaimed that he was tired 
of being hounded by the woman, to 
whom he applied the most vulgar epi- 
thets. He then returned to his office, 
while Bunner assisted the wounded wo- 
man to the street door. It was locked, 
and Bunner was surprised to find that 
Mrs. Schuller had the keys of the build- 
ing in her pocket. How she obtained 
them is a mystery. The woman was at 
once taken to the branch receiving hos- 
pital, while Bunner and a policeman 
returned to the office of her husband. 
As soon as they knocked at the door 
a shot.was heard, and on entering, his 
dead body was found on the floor, the 
shot he hed fired with suicidal intent 
having done its work instantly. 

An examination made at the hospital 
showed that Mrs. Schuller had been 
struck by three bullets, two penetrat- 
ing the lungs from the back and one 
passing through the breast and lodg- 
ing near the spinal cord. She cannot 
recover,

A ROARING FARCE, 


THAT. ANTI-ANNEXATION PETITION 
TO: CONGRESS. 


Half of the Signatures Are Those of 

Females and Over Five Hundred 

Names Are Those of Youths Un- 
der Fourteen Years of Age. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The advocates of the 
annexation of Hawaii are prepared to 
spring a surprise on the Senate. One 
of the chief arguments used by the 
anti-annexationists has been that a 
large majority of.the natives of Ha- 
waii are opposed-.to annexation. As 
evidence of the sentiment of the na- 


annexation, there: was: presented early 
in the consideration of the treaty 
a petition containing the signatures of 
over twenty thousand natives of Ha- 
waii, appealing to. the United States 
not to’ deprive them: of their national 
existence. The. presentation of this 
monster petition, which has been cited 
as a true representation of the feel- 
ings of the native population of Ha- 
waii, undoubtedly carried great weight, 
many Senators being inftuenced by it 
to ally themselves against the treaty. 

The surprise ‘which the annexation- 
ists will spring on the Senate is evi- 
dence tending to show that the mon- 
ster petition is a mass of forgeries. A 
special agent was’ engaged to make an 
investigation of the manner in which 
the petition. was..gotten up, and the 
genuineness of the signatures. A re- 
port from this. agent has been received. 
This investigatién shows that the 
total number of names is 21,269, of 
which 10,378 are males and 10,891 fe- 
males. An analysis of the petition dis- 
closes that there are five facts which 
tend to discredit both the genuineness 
and good faith of the memorial. The 
first one is that while the summary 
says the minors are all between 
14 and 20'years of age,’ the petition on 
its face shows that ‘there are 350 males 
and 327 females under 14 years ‘of age, 
of whoc seven boys and six girls are. 
put down as 2 years of age, the names 
of the latter being signed in a clear, 

hand. 

are second point raised is that the 
ages of 53 males and 228 females have 
been fraudulently changed from lower 
to higher figures. In many instances 
these changes were. palpable, naving 


third point is that the signetures of 
over fourteen hundred of the adult pe- 
titioners are not original. This is a 
total of clear cases, and there are hun- 
dreds of others which appear to be in 
the same class. One Royalist, who was 
formerly member of. the Ligslature, 
not only signed eleven other names 
than his own on one page, according 
to report, but contributed an entire 
page to the women’s petition. 

The fourth fact is based upon the 
evidence of changes in ages of peti- 
tioners, and that in many cases numer- 
als were put in a column purporting 
to show them, not only in a different 
handwriting, but in different colored ink 
or pencil from that in which the name 
is signed. 

The closing point raised by the com- 
missioner who analyzed tthe petition 
impugns the motives of officers of the 
Hawaiian Patriotic League, who coun- 
tersigned each page of the big petition. 
H. Enoch Johnson, secretary, and 
James Kaulia, president of the Men’s 
League, and Mrs. Lila Aholo, secre- 
tary, and Mrs. K. Campbell, president, 
attested to the genuineness of the 
memorial. 

These are all persons of high stand- 
ing, both men being members of the 
bar, and Kaulia, chairman of the Royel- 
ist delegation which came to this city to 
present the petition. There seems no 
way in which they could have been 
blinded to the inconsistencies which 
have been noted, and yet they’ have 
certified to the correctness of each page 
and taken an oath before a notary pub- 
lic. 

John K. Richardson, now here, denies 
all these statements and says he was 
assured thet the petition was correct 
and unimpeachable before he would 
come here. In addition to this informa- 
tion, the annexationists have also, they 
claim, secured other evidence of the 
part played.in stirring up eanti-annexa- 
tion sentiement.

Bicycling. 

The coming of spring has stirred 
up the wheelmen and wheelwomen to 
arrange for century runs and various 
other things that belong to the wheel 
alone. In speaking of long rides, an 
eastern bicycle journal Says: 

“Almost any woman rider may un- 
dertake an average bicycle tour, if 
the men who ride with her will exer- 
cise a little judgment in time and 
pace. To begin with a tour to be thor- 
oughly enjoyed should command a 
slow pace.” In riding rapidly the pic- 
toral effect of the country traversed 
is lost entirely. Leisurely progress is 
much to be preferred for many rea- 
sons, particularly when women are in 
the party. Frequent stops for rest are 
nextin importance. The average woman 
yider objects to this during the 
early stages of a tour, but it is neces- 
sary that she should rest often if she 
wants to be in at the finish. Ordinar- 
ily, a rest every six to ten miles is 
advisable. Five to ten minutes’ rest 
is sufficient. That will serve to re- 
vive the vitality and prevent stiffen- 
ing chords and muscles. 

“One drawback to touring which 
hinders most women riders is the fear 
they experience in riding down hill. 
They err on the side of too much cau- 
tion. and.jam their brakes down so 


hard that their machines simply creep 


down ordinary inclines. There is a 
difference between keeping the ma-

The Money Market Tightens — An 
American Demand for Gold. ne 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


LONDON, March 13.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The money market has tignt- 
ened considerably and an advance in 
the bank rateis moted. The American 
demand for gold has exceeded all ex- 
pectation and in addition to all the 
bar gold about £401,000 in Japanese 
yen has been bought in New York. 

This, with thé withdrawal of eagies, 
has induced the Bank of England to 
raise the price of Japanese, French 
and German gold coins to 76s. 51. per 
ounce. 

The stock exchange is» unattied. 
Settlement was only gotten over with 
considerable assistance from “the 
Lame Ducks,” which, coupled with the 
political uncertainty keeps the rmurket 
very nervous. The sharp advance in 
Madrid exchange is interpreted as fore- 
poding an imminent collapse in Spain, 
unless Paris assists her. The situation 
in Brazil is also making holders very 
uncomfortable. Foreigners generally 
are depressed. Argentine and Chil- 
eans range from 1% to 3 points lower 
and Brazilians 4 points. Chinese and 
Japanese show substantial decreases, 
while Portuguese and Turkish are leacd- 
ing the declines. ; 

Americans have lost heavily, mainly 
on Wall street selling. Lowisville and 
Nashville Railway shares fell £% 
points: Union Pacific fell 5 pairts, C. 
M. & St. P. 4; Erie firsts, 3253; North-

FIRE THE BOWERY 


LOSS OF LIFE LESS THAN WAS 
FIRST REPORTED. 


Eleven Charred Bodies Removed by 
Firemen and Police From the 
Lodging-house Rains. 


| THE LODGERS PANIC-STRICKEN. 


FELL OVER EACH OTHER IN THEIR 
RUSH TO ESCAPE, 


Police Had Difficulty tn Keeping the 
Vast Crowd tin Check—Search 
for the Victims — Manager 
Sardensen’s Offer. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

NEW YORK, March 13.—A thorough 
search of the premises at No. 105 Bowe 
ery, which was partially destroyed by 
fire at an early hour this morning dis- 
closed the fact that eleven persons 
were burned to death. 

At first it was rumored that the 
loss of life was much greater, but after 
searching the ruins very @refully, the 
police and firemen discovered eleven 
charred bodies. and removed them to 
the morgue. No. 195 Bowery is one of 
the best known lodging-houses on that 
thoroughfare. It is called the Bowery 
Mission Lodging-house, and is con- 
‘dteted.hy the Christian Herald. In 
the basement of the building there is 
a cheap restaurant, while the ground 
floor is used exclusively for mission 
purposes, gospel services having been 
held there daily for several years. 
The four upper floors were fitted as 
cheap a lodging-house, with accommo- 
dations for 150 males, who paid 10, 15 
or 25 cents each, according to the lo- 
cation of, the rooms. 

Last night almost every bed 
occupied. At 1:30 o’clock this morning 
one of the lodgers discovered flames 
coming from & wash room on the third 
floor, but before he had time to alarm 
the house, the fire was noticed by pas- 
seraby on the street. By this time the 
flames had eaten their way to the top 
of ‘the building and were bursting 
through the roof. When the alarm was 
given and the inmates aroused, wild 
scenes of excitement ensued. y 

Many of the lodgers became panic 
stricken. . They rushed into the hall- 
ways and fell over each other in their 
efforts to reach the street. Those on 
the lower floors got to the streets by 
the stairways, while,those on the up- 
per floors groped their way through 
the blinding smoke to the fire escapes 
in front of the building. A majority 
of them only saved portions of their 
clothing, while several of them were 
naked. Those who made their way to 
the street by the fire escape were 
superficially burned by the excessive 
heat of the iron ladders,- which in 
many places had become red hot from 
the flames within, and in the mean- 
time three alarms of fire had been 
sent in and in a few minutes the fire- 
men were busy deluging the building 
with torrents of water. They finaily 
succeeded in keepiffg the fire within 
the limits of the three upper stories of 
the structure. A large detail of police 
was quickly summoned to the scene, in 
charge of Inspector Cross, and the re- 
serves were called from the down- 
town precincts. This force of officers 
had difficult work to keep the vast 
crowd in check, as well as to help the — 
unfortunate lodgers. Many naked and 
injured were cared for by people in the 
vicinity and about fifty of them were 
accommodated at the Eldridge Police 
Station, some three blocks away. Sev- 
eral of the most destitute were brought 
to the station-house in patrol wagons, 
and on their arrival they were partially 
clothed by members of the fire de- 
partment and kind hearted neighbors. 

After the fire had been extinguished 
sufficiently that a search of the place 
was possible, the firemen and police 
entered the building and the work of 
searching for the victims was begun. 
Several bodies were found near the 
windows of the two upper floors, where 
they had been stricken down while at- 
tempting to make their way to the fire 
escape. So many bodies were found in 
the early stages of search that it was 
estimated that over forty persons must 
have been killed. However, the officers 
fortunately overestimated the loss of 
life and eleven bodies in all were 
found. Some of these were discovered 
in the small rooms they had occupied, 
while others were found in the hall- 
ways and on the stairs of the fourth 
and fifth floors. All of them were 
naked-and most of them were burned 
and charred beyond recognition. It is 
thought by the police that only one 
of these bodies will be eventually 
identified. This one is designated as 
No. 10. It was found in a room on 
the fifth floor. In the same room 
there was a satchel, and it is thought 
its contents may lead to the identifica- 
tion of the body. As soon as the 
bodies were carried to the street, they 
were transferred to the police station, 
and by 4:30 o'clock this morning the 
police relinquished their search. Cor- 
oner Zuka, after looking at the bodies- 
at the statioin, gave a permit for their 
removal to the hospital. 

Manager Sardensen of the Christian 
Herald, who has been in charge of the 
mission and lodging-house, called at 
the Eldridge station later and told the 
officer in charge that he would bury 


was 


the dead. The loss on the building by 
fire is about $7000, and the contents 
are damaged to the extent of $5000. 
Loss entirely covered by insurance. 


The building, which belongs to the . 
Chester estate, is leased by the Bower? 
Migsion. 

John Wvbum, superintendent of the 
Bowery Mission, under whose direction 
the lodging-house was conducted, said 
today: “When I arrived at the scene of 
the fire the firemen had it under control 
and the police were removing the dead 
bodies. I started at once to ascertain 
the cause, and examined the place 
where the fire started. I found to my 
satisfaction that it originated in the 
lavatory on the third floor, and prob- 
ably was caused by a lighted cigarette 
thrown carelessly among a lot of 
papers.” .

-YEARNING FOR YANKEE GORE. , 

Our more or less esteemed contem- 
porary, El Correo Espatiol, published 
in the City of Mexico, has declared 
War—red-ha@nded, rampant, blood- 
eurdling War, with an unusually large 
capital W—full-face at that—against 
the United States. Nothing, appar- 
ently, will pacify El Correo Espafol 
except Yankee blood, and oceans of it, 
“From all parts of our beautiful coun- 
try,” casually observes El Correo Es- 
panol ‘come the shouts and powerful 
acclaim of ‘War,’ [cap. W,] which for 
three vears has always smouldered*in 
the most noble Spanish breasts. And 
that acclaim represents the supreme 
desire of a people vilely abused by the 
perfidious Yankee; which awakes all 
the energies of the nation; which car- 
ries within it all the germs of all ab- 
negation, of all heroism and of all the 
virtues. Because it is the cry of honor 
wounded in its most delicate fiber!” 

Aside from the somewhat complex 
problems of the Cuban situation, Tne 
is strongly ‘inelined the 
opinion that the yearnings of El] Cor- 
reo Espafiol ought in some way to be 
assuaged. If war between the United 
States and Spain should be much 
longer delayed, perhaps it may be 
necessary to get up a chicken fight 
in or near the City of Mexico, in which 
a Yankee chicken shall pitted 
against one carrying in his veins the 
ancient blood of-the Castilian. | 

“Our people wish war rather than 
the humiliations which peace offers,” 
continues our steamed (and, in fact, 
red-hot) contemporary. No doubt the 
people referred to can be accommo- 
dated. At least, the perfidious Yan- 
kees will try to accommodate them 
if the necessity arises. Proceeding— 
and growing warmer under the collar 
with every word—El Correo Espajfol 
tells what preparations are in progress 
to meet the impending conflict. No 
confidence is violated in quoting its 
language on this head, which is as fol- 
lows: 

“Everything is being prepared for 
the combat. The dock yards are 
turning out powerful ships of war; 
the foundries cast forth cannon of 
enormous caliber; the gun factories 
are turning out arms of the most im- 
proved makes; the garrisons are fill- 
ing with trcops; the commercial ma- 
rine is being converted into auxiliary 
navies; the naval ‘leets are being 
moved toward the expected theater 
of events; ports are being reinforced: 
the armories are being plentifully sup- 
piied with munitions of war, and. in 
fine, diplomacy is impotent to longer 
ecnceal the truth from public scrutiny. 
War will come with all its horrible 
cortegé, because the atmosphere pro- 
duced by the ambitions of the Anglo- 
Saxon can only be dissipated ‘a cajion- 
azos’ (by cannon shots.) 

“The danger is unavoidable. The 
Spanish patience can go no further 
without abdicatigg its rights and de- 
claring itself bankrupt, and this day, 
‘viva Dios,’ has not yet arrived for 
our beloved country. 

“In these moments of expectation, 
face to face with the great danger, 
what should we, the Spaniards. do” 
Comply with our duty by combining 
fin the holy work imposed on us by 
our nationality and offer our coun- 
try the necessary funds with which to 
defend herself; those who are not able 
to offer funds should take up arms in 


call of duty to defend our dearest inter- 
ests. The two necessary things are 
ships and soldiers. These two it is 
our duty to give Spain.” 

El Correo Espajol has no fear of the 
outcome. It even surmises that the 
war may benefit Spain. Like Col. 
Sellers, it contemplates the possibility 
of extracting sunbeams from cucnm- 
bers, metaphorically speaking. It 
says: 

“And who knows but the war may 
benefit us? Cuba costs us much, and 
will continue to be a burden on us 
until we are able to place her safe 
from the talons of the Eagle of the 
Potomac or to abandon her. Under 


‘the present circumstances we shail 


only think of the first of these alterna- 
tives. “he second will be the natural 
result. But let us take faitn, for on 
our side is justice and with that 
and relying on our strength we carry 
into the fight all probabilities of tri- 
umph.” 

Yes—-who knows? Cuba _ has, in- 


‘deed, been a heavy expense to Spain. 


‘The Spanish abandonment of Cuba 
will, indeed, as El Correo Espanol ob- 
serves, be “the natural result” of an 
encounter with “the talons of the 
Eagle of the Potomac.” Spain might 
relieve herself of the cost and worry 
of misgoverning Cuba by simply evac- 
uating the island and leaving the 
Cubans to govern themselves. This 
will be the inevitable result of war, 
and it would be far better for Spain 
to recognize and accept the inevitable 
than to buck against it. War is ter-- 
ribly expensive, and it is grievousiy 
unsatisfactory to the losing side. 
Spain has lost much money in trying 
to conquer Cuba. She cannot afford to 
add to these losses by engaging in an 
expensive and hopeless war with a 
nation which outclasses her five to 
one in numbers and mpre than ten to 
one in fighting ability. 


The Kentucky House of Representa- 
tives. recently passed a bill to render 
illegal and void the making of con- 
tracts payable in gold. There is little 
doubt that the proposed law would 
be unconstitutional. But if it were 
upheld by the courts, it would cost 
Kertucky many thousands of dollars 
annually in increased interest rates, 
and it would make the borrowing of 
money at any rate of interest more 
difficult than it is at present. 


In case of war, San Diego needs no 
other defense than Bowers, the jab- 
berwock. Let him stand out on Point 
‘Loma and fire a speech at the enemy 
in his peculiar style, and it would 
turn tail and go scooting out to sea 
as if it were something shot out of a 
gun. No battleship that ever sailed 
the raging main would be able to with- 
stand the sort of English that Bowers 
would vomit at it, if he were thor- 
oughly heated up. 


The following passage, which occurs 
in Washington's farewell address, is 
about as applicable to present condi- 
tions as it was to those which ex- 
isted at the time it was delivered: 

“One method of preserving the pub- 
lic credit is to use it as sparingly as 
pessible, avoiding occasions of expense 
by cultivating peace, but remembering 
also that timely disbursements to pre- 
pare for danger frequently prevent 
much heavier disbursements to repel 


Fngland’s moral support may not 
prove of any very great service to this 
country in the event of war with 
Spain, but it will certainly be a vast 
improvement on the support it gave 
us during the war of the rebellion.

AUCTIONEER RBURROUGHS’S NEME- 
SIS IS NOT GUILTY. 


She Claimed Him for Her Husband

The celebrated case 
of Marie Wilson, or Mrs. Marie Cicotte, 
of Los Angeles, Cal., for alleged per- 
jury, came to an end at Cincinnati 
last evening, when the jury brought in’ 
a verdict of not guilty, and the fair 
but eccentric defendant was dismissed. 
The jury was out just fifteen minutes, 

The defendant’s alleged crime con- 
sisted in claiming Auctioneer Burroughs 
was her husband, she alleging they 
were married in 1894 in Los Angeles, 
and the truth of her story seems pretty 
well demonstrated. The Cincinnati 
papers the past week have been full of 
accounts of the trial, the sensational 
conduct of the defendant in the case 
arousing great interest in the hearing. 
She seemed to have no respect what- 
ever for the court, and carried on about 
as she pleased. Previously she had 
created a sensation by being sent to 
jail for contempt of court, and before 
that had been arrested on a charge of 
loitering. This latter qharge was not 
well founded, as both she and the wo- 
man she calls mother seem to have an 
abundance of funds. 

The defendant seemed utterly indif- 
ferent to the jury’s deliberations, amd 
when the verdict was announced 
showed no sign of joy or triumph. As 
soon as she wes dismissed she and her 
mother hurried away. 


A MINING TRIP. 


Los Angeles Men Examining Prop- 
erty in Sinalwo. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 

GUAYMAS (Mex.,) March 6.—J. C. 
Carson of Los Angeles and J. F. Meals 
of Oil City have returned from a trip 
into the State of Sinaloa. and found 
the mining outlook encouraging. A 
short stay was made at Agua Caliente, 
whereJ._Lanphes, Maine man, has 
established himself with his wife and 
fine 
plantation. From here a visit was 
made out to the Cordilera mine, fif- 
teen miles from the Hot Springs, and 
owned by Capt. D. H. Snider. The 
tunnel has been run in 312 feet, and 
five shafts have been sunk, ranging 
from twenty-five to sixty feet. A large 
quantity of ore is on the dump await- 
ing the erection of the mill that is to 
be put up. The ore is rich, and re- 
turns both gold and silver. 

Not very far away is the camp of 
a Mr. Deal, who has a property con- 
taining twenty-nine pertinences—each 
pertinence is 109 yards square—and he 
is busy putting in a sluice to wash out 
the gold. Arriving at Potrero, a very 
rough road led to the Los Platinos 
mine, one of tie old properties worked 
by the Spaniards. It is well-devel- 
oped, and the ore earries gold, sifver 
and copper. There is a tunnel on the 
vein for 300 feet, and seven shafts that 
range in depth from twenty to sixty 
feet. The vein ranges from two ‘to 
three feet in width. There was about 
350 tons of ore on the dump. > The 
yermany, Magistral and Leon mines 
are all promising. properties. the ore 
from the two latter carrying 10. per 
eent. of copper. 

At Machrillos a Mexican named Pe}- 
gzguin has built two adobe furnaces. 
where he smelts the ore from the 
mines known, respectively, as the 
Jew, the Catholic and the Protestant. 
The owner is of unbiased religious opin- 
ions, and professes his Willingness to 
pin his faith to the mine that yields 
the most profit. In the Catholic ‘the 
vein is from two to two and one-half 
feet in width, and carries both gold 
and silver. The Jew is a@ silver prop- 
erty, the vein being only a few inches 
in Width, but very rich. A few burre 
loads of this ore Was thrown into the 


smelters and in about five hours there | 


were run out thirty-two ounces of sj}- 
ver, 

The Lamar mine is a gold and silver 
property, having a 250-foot tunnel, and 
three shafts sunk, there being about 
100 tons of ore on the dump. Capt. 
Snider, heretofore alluded to, owns an- 
other mine in this vicinity, known as 
Los Tassos. Tt is a gold mine, and 
the ore is free-milling. Seven arastras 
are kept busily at work, and are run 
by Mexicans. 

All of these properties are in the 
district aciacent to Agua Caliente.

A 
recent article in the Bookman. sneered 
at “‘middle men,” mere popularizers of 
science, and exalted the “original dis- 
coverers;”’ trash! there are no original 
folk; all our minds are but.channels 
of the universal thought, the main 
question for us to consider, being 
whether we shall be clear and health- 
ful brooks, babbling or otherwise, or be 
sewers. 

But, to return to our mution, I con- 
sider the mirth cure, whoever invented 
it, to be the best of all cures in -these 
days of cures. The whole earth teems 
with advertised restoratives; the land- 
scape blossoms with them; ‘the bill- 
boards glow like Italian sunsets and 
the periodicals and newspapers are re- 
duced to daily, weekly and monthly 
bulletins of them. We have healing by 
Christian science, by faith, by elec- 
tricity, by animal magnetism, by vege- 
tables, animals and minerals, by: pills, 
drinks and boluses, by everything, -in- 
cluding menti-culture, magnetism and 
just plain mud. From the pines of 
Georgia te the smart weed that spring- 
eth from the rail fence, come .nature.s 
juices to suit our every ailment. Medi- 
cal schools produce doctors as fast as 
hominy comes from the mills.’ Why 
should any one any more say he is 
sick, when for 25 cents, he can have 
the choice of 7,000,000,000 remedies, each 


health in nine minutes by the watch? 
Yet, strange to say, the more of these 
sickness destroyers we have, the more 
sicknesses we discover. 

Now, the mirth cure differs radically 
from all others herein, that it is not a 
specific, but an ectual catholicon, And 
further, it was invented by the All- 
Wise Creator, and not by man. . It will 
not operate successfully, however, un- 
less taken according to directions; that 
is, it must be used daily from the youth 
up, and one must not omit to shake 
well while using. Thus administered it 
heals mainly by preventing disease. It 
is antiseptic; the cheerful man is not 
liable to take any disease unless: ‘he 
should lose his ‘false teeth. laughing, 
and I understand that not even faith 
can remedy that.

It promotes 
the secretion of the bile, removing all 
the yellow, envious and naughty ele- 
ments out of the spirit as well as out 
of the frame.

(I do not know 
what that is, but read it in a doctor 
book and have been unable to look it 
up because of pressure of other engage- 
ments; but whatever it is, mirth will 
do it.) It is better than mare’s milk, 
honey baths, buttermilk or any lotion 
or powder for the complexion,.as Solo- 
mon declares: “A rry heart meketh 
a cheerful countenance.” It is a great 
health food, contains no mineral, keeps 


temperament. It is a monstrous fine 
digester, as the wise mam further says: 
“He that is of a merry heart thas. a 
continual feast;”’ and the proverb runs: 
“Laugh and grow fat.” 


But the superior advantages of the 
mirth cure are more illustriously mani- 
fest in its salutary effect upon the 
mind. No man who laughs will ever go 
insane, at least he will not make a prac- 
tice of it. God gave laugtter to the 
only animel with an intellect on. pur- 
pese, that all the mental action should 
thus be kept sweet and wholesome. 
The Creator intended men to laugh; 
when they won’t laugh at all, but go on 
with furrowed brow of unremitting 
care, then He drives them crazy that | 
they may laugh all the time. Historians, 
scientists and theologians with no 
touch of humor are apt to ride Hobbies 
and fail in*true intellectual clare-ob- 
scure. The observation of one who 
has not looked at life from the oppo- 
site orbital sides of grief and mirth are 
unreliable because of lack of parallax. 
Therefore humor is usually a quality .in 
men of common sense,

Mirth is good for strength: better 
than alcohol, which kicks harder than 
it shoots, or than cocaine or any of 
those other drugs that are Satan's 
own. Abraham Lincoln was a heavy- 
laden man, so tender hearted that he 
must bave sunk utterly beneath the 
burdens of his troubled times and re- 
sponsible office, had he not known how 
to tell good jokes and thus constantly 
to suck secret sustenance from the 
heneycomb of mirth. Martin Luther: 
lived in fearful days and perhaps few 
have had more to worry them than 
he; but. he knew how to throw it off. 
be could play as boisterously with the 
children as he fought with his adver- 
Saries, he could make music on the 
fute and gossip cheerily with his wife 
Katherine. 

Many persons look upen = fun—not 
peace and joy, but ordinary fun—as 
smelling somewhat of sin. But reason 
tells us that if there is nothing in the 
divine nature to correspond with mirth 
it is strange that He put in man a 
funny bone; and, as Dr. Holmes re- 
minds us, who taught the kitten to 
play with its tail, the canary to perk 
its head while it sings, or youne chil- 
dren, of whom ts the kingdom, of 
heaven, to frisk and romp? 

One of the divine traits of Chris- 
tianity is that it is a religion ef joy, 
though designing men have doné their! 
best to make it wretched. “I am. 
come,” said the Master, “that your joy 
may be full.” The very werd gospel 
means good news. The angelic over-

The reaction from. nature produced 
advertising monstrosities and unique 
and unbusiness-like ways of doing 
business. 

This fad, idiotic as it was, continued 
for many years, and has not yet been 
fully buried. | 

The real man, or woman, appreciates 
simplicty. 

The shoddy, in attempting to ape 
somebody else, sacrifices sense and 
profit. 

The second reaction, or return to 
original action, is fairly on its way. 

Sensible folks, when in doubt, use 
white pvaner instead, of tinted paper, 
few words instead of many words, plain 
type instead of fancy letters: short. 
simple expressions instead of a con- 
glomeration of long-winded dictionary 
words. 

The announcement that pays is the 
one which is the most easily assimi- 
lated. that is, it is so plain, so clean, 
so simple, that the reader is not 
obliged to study it. for a single reading 
gives its full meaning. 

Not what pleases the business man, 
pleases his customers, builds 
trade. 

When In doubt use simplicity. 
Too much simplicity never lost any- 
bedy a dollar.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—There is 
no prepared programme for the Sen- 
ate this week. If Senator Bacon is 
prepared to sneak on the . Hawaiian 
annexation treaty, it will be taken ‘up 
promptly, as, indeed, it will be if any 
Senator is prepared to go on with the 
debate. It is not expected, however, 
that there will be much futher dis- 
cussion of this subject in executive 
session, and it is the intention - of 
Senator Davis,.chairman of the Sen- 
ate.Committee on Foreign Relations, 
at avery early day to move to lay 
the plebiscite motion on the table. It 
is on this movement that. the managers 
of the treaty ‘hope to: secure a test 
vote, and Senator Davis said today 
that -he was hopeful that this vote 
might be reached during the - present 


Senator Pettigrew . is anxious and 
hopes..to get his 5 per cent. land bill 
before the Senate early in the week, 
and Senator Vest will make an effort 
to the consideration of the Quarantine 
Bill. There is also a possibility that 
the Census Bill maybe pressed for 
consideration. An entirely new Census 
Bill probably will be offered, -provid- 
ing for the establishment of the census 
machinery, instead of preliminary 
amendments for it, as the bill first 

The Committee ‘on Appropriations 
fis hopeful of being able to report the 
Sundry Civil Bill during the week, and 
if it should be successful, this meas- 
ure will. be pressed upon the attention 
of the Senate to the exclusion of 
everything else. 

The programme of the House this 
week, aS mapped out, would be com- 
pletely changed if any movement is 
made in connection with the Spanish 
crisis involving legislative action.

with the possibility that the Naval Ap- 
propriation Bill, which will be reported 
Monday or Tuesday, might be reached 
at the end of the week. There will be 
a conflict for precedence between the 
election case and the _ postoffice bill, 
Chairman Welker of the Election Com- 
mittee and Chairman Loud of the Post- 
office Committee each firmly contesting 
for the right-of-way. 

Chairman Walker insists that the 
contested-election case, being a ques- 
tion of the highest privilege, would 
have precedence under the rules, but 
the House by a vote could give the 
postoffice bill precedence. The Demo- 
crats intend to contest the election case 
bitterly, as upon the decision in this 
case, they believe, will depend the fate 
of the other two cases from Virginia.

REPORTS OF DARK HEATHENISM 
AT CHAO-TUNG-FU TOWN. 


Seventy-five Per Cent. of the Girl 
Babies Killed Off—Living Infants 
Thrown Over the Wallis at Night 
to Be Eaten by Dogse—Barbarian 
Torture.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 13.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Three English: bi- 
cyclists, who are wheeling through 
China, send reports of dark heathenism 
in the big walled city of Chao-tung-fu, | 
in West China. They found: that 75 
per cent. of female infants are killed, 
while the majority of those saved are 
sold into slavery, the city being famous 
for its beautiful slave girls. It is the 
custom to throw bodies of birl babies 
over the walls at night, and in many 
cases these children are still alive. 


It.is a common sight to see pariah | 


dogs gnawing the arms of living in- 
fants. The bodies of pauper dead are 
also thrown outside the Walls and de- 
voured by the wolves and hyenas that 
come down at night from the neigh- 
boring mountains. 

This city is also famous for inhu- 
man punishments. Recently a woman 
guilty of infidelity, was strung up by 
the neck with the toes just reaching 
the ground, till she died. The mur- 
derer was crucified on one of the city 
gates, red-hot nails being hammered 
through his wrists. He tried to end 
the agony by battering his head 


He 
hung in great agony, watched by 
crowds of men and children for four 
days, before death came. 
A BARBAROUS EXECUTION.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 13.—[Ex- 
clusive ‘Dispatch.) The correspondent 
of the North China Daily News at 
Neganlufu, Hupeh, sends a story of the 
barbarous execution of three burglars 
at that city, January 16. Four men had, 
been condemned to decapitation for 
robbing an aged widow of coin and a 
cow and brutally maltreating her. On 
the execution ground, three of the mén 
confessed that they were gulity and 
exonerated the fourth coolie, who all 
along had protested his innocence. So 
the innocent man was returned to 
prison. Then the three men, with 
hands bound behind their backs, and 
legs tied, were placed on their knees 
on the ground. The executioneer, 
with a heavy swé6rd, tried to cut off 
their heads, but though he gave each 
between ten and twenty sword cuts, 
many of the ‘bloys fell about ‘the ears 
and shoulders, an¥§ simply rthangled the 
poor victims.

A FLYING SQUADRON. 
Would Be Sent to the Coast of Spain 
‘In Case of War.

able that a flying squadron will be 
formed to visit the coasts of Spain, and 
keep an eye on the movements of her 
war vessels. Even if this fleet is unable | 
to do muah damage it is likely to 
keep some of the Spanish ships at 
home, and prevent the necessity of our 
maintaining a much larger fleet at. 

home to await their attack, — 

Navy officers argue that an attack- 
ing force has a great advantage, because 
it is able to choose its place of at- 
tack and concentrate there, while a de- 
fending force must be strung. out to 
Watch a number of places. It is for this 
reason that the fiying squadron is to 
be organized, as a sort of scouting 
force. 

It will probably consist of. the Min- 
neapolis, the Columbia and the flagship 
Brooklyn, aided perhaps by twoof the 
auxiliary cruisers of the American line,. 
and would be under command of Com- 
modore Schley, who has recently bee 
promoted. 

The object would be two-fold. First, 
to follow any Spanish fleet across the 
ocean, keep an-eye on its movements, 
and give warning of its approach.

EV. A. C. SMITHER preached at 

the First Christian Church in the 

morning upon “The Parable of the 
Tares,”’ and said: A parable is a 
beautiful word picture revealing some 
important truth. In this parable are 
ing the kingdom of God on earth. Just 
as the seed falling on the good ground 
eventually brings forth the harvest, so 
the word of God falling on the human 
heart, in, its-own good time brings 
forth fruit. There can be no conver- 
sions without the preaching of the 
gospel and obedience to the truth. In 
the presence of tares among the wheat 
is seen a perfect type of the evil that 
may exist with the good in the church 
today: the tares resembled wheat, but 
were worthless; some people in the 
chureh have the appearance of Chris- 
tians, but are hypocrites; the  tares 
were allowed to grow together with the 
wheat till the harvest, lest in uproct- 
ing them some of the wheat be de- 
stroyed; so in the church, the evil ones 
are permitted to remain till the end, 
that they may have every opportunity 
of being brought to God, and for the 
benefit of others in the development 
of their Christian character. Evil in 
the world works a great mission. God 
uses it for our good, and his glory. 
There can be no virtue without vice, 
no integrity of character without com- 
ing into contact with something to de- 
velop it. In the separation of the tares 
from the wheat at the harvest time 
is set forth the divine principle of fu 
ture punishment. In the eyes of God 
there are but two classes of men—the 
righteous and unrigbteous—and 
each shall have his reward in the 
future life. The tares were to be cast 
into the burning furnace, so the un- 
godly shall pass through the fires of

eternal suffering. The most excruciat- 
ing physical pain is that of human 
flesh subjected to fire. The agony of 
spirit of those who do evil “hall be 
like- unto this. in the future world. 
Apostle Paul preached no greater truth 
than that “the wages of sin is death.” 
This principle is illustrated in every 
day life, or suffering is ever attendant 
upon wrong doing. But the promise 
to the righteou is that they shall shine 
forth as the sun, in the kingdom of 
their Father.

The Body of Christ. 


T THE Central Presbyterian 
Church the pastor, Rev. J. R. 
Jones. spoke on ‘The -Church, the 


from the text: I Col-

Body of Christ,” 
ossians i, 24: “For 
Which is the church.’ 


Christ had ascended to the Father, He 


sent the Holy Spirit into the hearts 
of the disciples. The spirit endowed 
them with wisdom, zeal and a master- 
ful executive ability. Under His guid- 
ance, they formed an external organ- 
ization which had its promise and seed 
of permanency in an invisible connec- 
tion with the Risen Redeemer. This or- 
ganization is called the church, For 
centuries it has stood as the pillar 
and ground of the truth. It has gradu- 
ally increased in power, affluence and 
numbers. All is due to the relation ex- 
isting between it and Christ. This has 
been variously expressed in scripture, 
sometimes under the figure of husband 
and wife, of head and Wody, and in the 
text of soul and body. From this, I 
take it, that he same relation exists be- 
tween Christ and the church as that be- 
tween soul and bcdy. He is the soul, 
the fullness of which filleth all in all; 
the church is the body, strengthened, 
sustained, purified and ennobled by 
that soul which shines in and through 
her. Following the analogy of soul 
and body, we affirm that Christ’s re- 
lationship to the church is mysterious, 
intimate, necessary ennobling. 
The exact connection between soul and 
body has not been determined. Here 
has been the battleground of cen- 


ruries, Scientists and theologians 
have here contended; spinion has been 
hurled against opinion; materialism 


has assailed spiritism, agnosticism has 
striven with the claims of a_ gane 
psychology. On this ground. men have 
sought to solve the mysteries of the 
abysmal deens of personality, and no 
one has solved the problem. Prof. 
Tyndall long since has said, ‘We can 
trace the development of a nervous 
system and. correlate with it the 
parallel phenomena of sensation and 
thought. We see with undoubting cer- 
tainty that they go hand in hand. 
But we try to soar in a vacuum the 
moment we seek to comprehend the 
connection between them.’ In like. 
manner we affirm that the relation of 
Christ to His church is mysterious. 
We may seek to peer into the holy 
place, but the veil can neither be rent 
in twain nor withdrawn. Christ’s re- 
lation to the church, like that to the 
believer, is beyond mortal comprehen- 
sion. As the emotions and thoughts 
of man are registered on the body, 
stamped indelibly on the sensitive plate 
of the nervous organism, so that the 
relation is intimate, 89, also does Christ 
stand to the church. The relation is 
it is also necessary—not tc 
Christ, but to the church.

Without Him all her institutions, her 
discipline, her symbols, her worship, 
her life, will sink into decay and 
Ceath, and the society would be a 
vast organization without a purpose.

Mark R. Plaisted called the meeting to or- 
der, and L. C. Russell was chosen chairman 
by acclamation, W. T. Cresmer being chosen 
Secretary. 

Bradford Morse, a member ef the present 
beard of City Trustees, whose term expires 
next month, discussed the water question at 
length, reviewing the history of water rates 
since they were established in Riverside, 
Seventeen years ago. When the question of 
rates for the present fiscal year came before 
the board a short time ago, Mr. Morse voted 
for a rate not to exceed 10 cents per inch. If 
reélected, Mr. Morse pledged himself to 
continue to oppose any rate higher than that 
sum, which, he argued, is as much as the 
people can afford to pay. Speeches in a sim- 
ilar vein were made by Rev. B. Edmiston 
and Dr. J. Jarvis. 

The fcllowing Committee on Resolutions 
was appointed: Dr. Joseph Jarvis, Mark R, 
Plaistea, Rev. B. Edmiston, George Thomas, 
J. H, Oldendorf and L. Gild. 

The reSolutions adopted favor ‘‘a water rate 
being fixed by the Board of Trustees for both 
*omestic and irrigating purposes at a rate 
that will pay a reasonable interest on the 
actual value of the plant, including a reason- 
able running expense, and that the Trustees 
‘Should be pledged to see that no fictitious 
values are placed on the property of the 
water company when rates are being estab- 
lished; and we believe that 10 cents. per inch 
is amply sufficient for such purpose.’’ 

The resolution of the Republican convention 
in reference to the liquor question was in- 
dorsed, and it was suggested that a committee 
be appointed to codperate, with the Repub- 
lican party in order that the plan of set- 
tling such question by separate ballot may be 
harmonivusly carried out. 

The remaining planks in the platform read:

Manuel Martinez Killed by a Santa 
Fe Train, 


CAPISTRANO, March 13.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}] Manuel Martinez, a chronic 
drunk, while crossing the hundred-yard 
trestle bridge of the Santa Fé road at the 
junction of Mission Vieja and Trabuco creeks, 
was ground to pieces by the north-bound 
eastern flyer at about 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Four distinct pieces of the body were 
picked up on different sides of the track, by 
Coroner Clark of Orange county, who had 
been summcned by telegram from Fuller- 
ton. Not many months ago Martinez caused 
a train to come to a dead standstill by his 
wild gesticulations made when he stcod upon 
the track, which he would not leave until 
forcibly removed by trainmen. Not long 
afterward he caused:a train to slow down, 
but not until he had been struck and thrown 
twenty feet: the third time the train could 
not or would not stop and Manuel Martinez 
made his exit. He was drunk when killed. 
The manner of his death is not known except 
as being accomplished by the flyer, but 
whether he fell asleep on the trestle or was 
struek while walking across it is not known. 
The Coroner’s jury this afternoon brought 
in a verdict, finding that death was caused 
by being run over by a train belonging to 
the Southern California Railway Company. 
The verdict neither blames nor exonerates 
the company.

A has a number of contiguous mining lo- 
cations, say 11. He has put them into two 
groups, six fn one and five in the other. In 
recording the annual assessment work of 
$1100 can it be done in one filing, one for 
each group, or one for each location? 

C has mining locations that assessment was 
to be done on in 1897. D jumps or locates 
one of these claims before the middle of the 
year. C does his worR and records the same 
before expiration of the year. What must be 
done to clear the reeords of D’s location? 

It is not needful to answer these inquiries 
specifically, as it would be useless for A 
and B to proceed further in the matter pro- 
posed. It requires citizenship to locate a 
claim in the locality designated. Nor can we 
complain of this, since the United States min- 
ing laws are not more liberal. None but a 
citizen or one who has declared his intention 
to become a citizen can locate mining claims 
in this country...As to conflict of claims 
when legally established, there are usually 
mining courts to settle disputes. 


O. C. D, asks as follows: A, who is a minor 
and owns no property, applies to. B for a 
loan, giving his unsecured note, payable in 
two years. B, having received the note, re- 
fuses to give the loan or to return the note. 
How can A recover the note from B? Can B 
by any process force the payment of the 
note from A’s legal guardian or from A him- 
self when he reaches legal age, if they have 
sufficient property at this time for action? 

In no case can the legal guardian be held 
responsible on the note. He can compel the 
surrender of the note, to be canceled. But the 
game is not worth the powder. The only 
value the note has is what the paper is 
worth on which it is written. The maker has 
two complete defenses: First, minority; sec- 
ond, a total want of consideration. So let 
the holder keep the note if he regards it 
either as ornamental or useful in its uncol- 
lectable shape. It can hurt no one.* 


M. A. S. asks: If a woman is divorced from 
her husband and she does not apply to the 
court to adopt her maiden name, can she 
marry again under her maiden name? And if 
she did marry under her maiden name with- 
out knowing that she had*to have permission 
by the court to adopt her maiden name, is 
this marriage legal? If not legal, what can 
she do to make it so, after being married to 
her second husband three years? 

There is nothipg preventing a woman ob- 
taining a divorce from assuming her maiden 
name, even without a permission of court; 
although it is usual to obtain such permis- 
sion. And a remarriage without such per- 
mission, in the maiden name, is valid. 

A Subscriber says: Will you. kindly inform 
me through your paper whether or not it 
would be a violation of the United States 
postal laws if one was to send a sample of 
oranges through the mail, done up in pack- 
ages to represent newspapers, with just 
enough stamps on to satisfy papers only, and 
if unlawful, what is the penalty? 

Better not try it, f think, It would prob- 
ably result in a disagreeable privation of 
personal liberty. 


M C. writes: How is the copyright to ‘be 
obtained from Canada, and What is the cost 
of same? 

There has been much agitation for more 
than twenty years on the matter of copy- 
right, resulting first im the Berne convention 
and then’in consequent legislation in Great 
Britain and her colonies, as well as else- 
where. Also, there has been much confusion 
as to Canadian and imperial legislation as to 
this matter. At present the status is: That 
whenever a first publication is made in Great 
Britain, a copyright may be taken by an 
aliery which gives him an‘ exclusive right 
It only re- 

1ires publication, but not printing in these 

ominions; wherein the statute differs from 
ours, which requires the typesetting to be 
dene here, as well as the act of publishing. 
Canada still complains of this lop-sided legis- 


lation, and urges that the arrangements be | 


made reciprocal. 

If a first publication is made in Canada, 
application for copyright must be emade to 
the Minister of Agriculture, who is the au- 
thorized register, and the deposit of printed 
copies must be made with him. The statute 
fixes the registry fee at $1. 

A. L. R. asks: A subscribes for a set of 
books to be paid for on monthly installments, 
inaking the first payment on the same, He 
does so in good faith; anticipating or dis- 
counting an expected income. Before 20 days 
he finds that he is to be disappointed in not 
receiving his income, and his income is such 
that he cannot continue payments, and so he 
advises the parties, saying that books were 
at their disposal in as good condition as 
when received. The parties insist that he 
must continue payments, but that is impos- 
sible. 

The publisher can hold you to your contract, 
but they can do nothing more than bring an 
action for damages in the ordinary way to 
Collect, if they can, whatever might be 
awarded in court. 

T. M. N.—To constitute an abandonment, 
the premises must be left vacant without the 
intention of reclaiming the possession, and 
open for the occupation of any one who 
chooses to enter. If a person in possession of 
land leaves it with the intention of return- 
ing he does not abandon it; so that abandon- 
ment, like residence, is a question of inten- 
tion. And even mere lapse of time does not 
constitute an abandonment, although it may 
be an element of evidence on the question of 
intention. Nor can there be an abandonment 
to a particular persou or for a consideration. 
An attempted sale of land which fails is not 
an abandonment. Nor can the party holding 
the legal title to land, as the vendee of a 
mortgagor, divest himself of the title by 
abandonment, nor by a mere parol disclaimer. 


M. O. S.—An action for deceit is a personal 
action founded on fraud, and not on any 
covenant in a deed, running with the land,

Acclimatization of Birds. 

ANGELES, March 12.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] The donation 
of that magnificent park to this city 
by G. J. Griffith, Esq., its acceptance 
by the city, and its exquisite loca- 
tion, naturally lead up to a hasty 
glimpse at its future. That it must 
be a leading attraction to visitors from 
abroad, goes without saying. At the 
same time, one feels like studying up 
some way to render it additionally at- 
tractive. | 

I can conceive of no better way 
achieve that end than to make 
garden for the acclimatization «and 
breeding of foreign birds, that are 
natives of semi-tropical climates like 
our own. Take the birds of Australia, 
New Zealand and Tasmania, for in- 
stance. They are wholly difterent from 
ours in many particulars. Australia 
has her rifle birds and dragoon birds, 
which change their plumage annually 
till three years old; and if there is 
a much handsomer bird than a fully- 
matured rifle bird with his glossy black 
coat and orange wings, I have yet to 
find him. 

The doves in Australia number over 
forty distinct varieties, from the 
giant wonga pigeon down to the little 
crested Cove that is scarcely as large 
as a robin. Then there is the barred 
pigeonandthe bronzewing, specimens of 
which may be seen at Rosemeade Farm 
in the San Gabriel Valley, all beauti- 
ful, and well worthy of domestication 
here. 

The wild ducks of that region are 
wholly unlike ours. With the excep- 
tion of the. spoonbill, we have no duck 
here like theirs. They have no mal- 
lards, sprigtaiis, gadwalls or canvass- 
backs, as we have. But they have the 
buffalo duck, a great brown fellow, 
with a buff-colored head and neck; 
the rock duck, almost as large as a 
muscovy, which is found only along 
the mountain streams; the blue wing, 
which has plumage like our little cin- 
namon teal, but is as large a bird as 
our canvasback; and the wood duck, 
which has habits like our birds of the 
same name. He has a reddish head 
and neck, with his body mottled like a 
Plymouth Rock chicken. And _ then 
there is, the black swan, whose trum- 
pet notes portend the approach of 
rain. He is something of a curiosity 
himself. 

If 100 men would. pay $10 each for 
the first year, and $5 annually for the 
next three years, we would fill 
Griffith Park with these foreign birds 
and enhance itS many § attractions. 
Then there are wallabris (dwarf kan- 
garoos,) and other animals that would 
be objects of interest to visitors frcem 
the East, and enhance the attractions 
of our greatest suburban resort. How 
many of our rich men, ‘abundantly 
able to aid such an undertaking, are 
there to come forward and aid so 
praiseworthy a project?

REDLANDS, March 13.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] Brief mention was made yes- 
terday of the shooting of William Hastings 
by Lewis Morr's. The affray occurred about 
noon on Saturday in the Yueaipe district, 
several miles northeast of Redlands. Mor- 
ris escaped, but was captured this morning 
by Constable Rivera near Beaumont, and 
brought to Redlands, where he will be given 
a preliminary hearing tomorrow. 

The facts that led up to the shooting are 
of a most revolting description. Hastings, 
who was on horseback, alleges that he came 
upon Morris in a field committing an act 
against nature. Fearing that Hastings wou!d 
tell of it, Morris attempted to make Hasv- 
ings an associate in his infamy. When Hast- 
ings refused, Morris threatened to shout. 
Hastings dismounted and warm words ensued. 
Finally Morris pointed his gun at Hastings. 
The latter gave it a downward blow with 
his hand, and as Morris pulled the trizger 
the charge took effert in hs right leg, near 
the thigh. Morris then made off. Hastings 
was mfound soon after and medical aid sum- 
mened. His leg is shattered with shot, the 
injury being of a serious nature. 

Constable Rivera started on Morris’s trail, 
but could not Iccate him until this morning. 
He is a young man about 20 years of age 
and has been living on his grandfather's 
ranch at Yueaipe. He has relatives who 
are well-known in Redlands. Hastings, the 
victim, is also a young man and aresident of

ESCALLIER’ ASSAILANTS. 


Were Masked, and There Is 

No Clew to Follow. 

Under Sheriff Clement and Deputy 
Sheriff Woodward returned yesterday 
afternoon from the Laguna, Ranch, 
where they went Saturday night to 
investigate the robbery of Frank Es- 
eallier, proprieter of the Laguna sa- 
ioon. The place is several miles be- 
yond Manhattan Junction on _ the 
Whittier road, ‘And is near where 
French Pete was murdered and his 
saloon burned about eighteen months 
ago. 

When the officers arrived there they 
found the whole neighborhood aroused 
and a number of armed: men were 
scouring the country in search of 
the robbers. Escallier told the of- 
ficers that he and his fourteen-year- 
old son were sitting at a table near 
the saloon door about 8:30 o'clock Sat-

urday night, when two masked men 
entered. As the saloon-kKeeper locked 
up, he looked squarely into the muz- 


zie of a ‘45.’ and his hands went up 
without command. The other robber 
had covered the boy. The two men 
had brought a long rope with them, 
and with this they proceeded to tie 
Escallier to his chair, and to the 
railing in front of the bar. The boy 
was similarly tied and both were then 
gagged with gags whieh the robbers 
had prepared. They dropped a third 
gag on the floor. It had probably 
been intended for Escallier’s bar- 
keeper, who was not there at ihe time. 
The masked men then searched the 
place for money, and secured about $30 
from the cash drawer. The morey 
eonsisted of a 20-franc piece and $10 
in gold. They then took several drinks 
and just before leaving, one of them 
assaulted Escallier with a billy made 
‘of a section of rubber hose, four feet 
long. filled with wet sand. No se- 
rious wounds were inflicted, and after 


striking their victim several § times 
with their fists, the robbers left the 
place. 


After their departture, Exscallier’s 
con managed to get one hand free and 
with it he untied the rope from around 
his father. As soon as he was able, 
Escallier sont his son to a house in 
one direction, and he went in another 
@o arouse the neighborhood. The Los 
Angeles officers were notified. but it 
was impossible to give them any de- 
scription of the men, because of the 
masks they wore. The officers were 
unable to find the slightest clew to 
their identitvw. Escallier offers a re- 
ward of $i for the arrest of each 
of the men, and declares he is willing 
to double the amount if given an op- 
portunity to punish them in his own 
way before they are jailed.

IN THE OIL FIELD. 


LARGE BUYERS IN THE MARKET 
ON THE QUIET. 


Growing Demand Due to Railway 
Consumption — Manefacturers 
Also Want It — Doings of the 
Trustees — The Council's Cable 
Instructions,

That the advantages of Los Angeles 
crude petroleum for fuel over coal are 
becoming better appreciated as its ecc- 
nomical qualities and heat properties 
become -better known, is attested to in 
the fact that thereare at this time im Los 
Angeles several parties endeavoring to 
make contracis for the delivery of lars: 
blocks of oil. The quantities asked for 
range rfom 20,000 barrels 40,000 bar- 


rels, and the total quantity which 
sought for engagement is not 
the aggregate, than 100,000 barre! 

it is affirmed, on gocd authority, “that 
all-this oil, if engaged, is for shipment 
to points outside of Los Angeles. TO 


it will or will not be engage is a jut 
tion of price. Those who want the ¢v 
are endeavoring to take advantage ot 
the present situation, in which the pro- 
duction is in excess of immediate re- 
quirements. There is no mecessity fo" 
oil producers to manifest any weakriess 


because of this. This present slight 
over-production cuts no figure. If af 
does it cuts it to a good purpose, and In 
the oil interests. 
at least, is the opinion of those oil men 
who retain their heads on their shoul- 
ders, and who do not fall down beture 
the first 20,000-barrel buyer wide comes 
along. As one of them said: “The fact 


that these men want our oil, anil have 
got to have it, in order to be able to 
compete wits those who are now using 
it fer fuel purposes, should strengtaen 
our spinal cord instead of weakening 
it, so, if shese outside parties want our 
cheap fuel they can have it, but chey 
must: pay the same price for it that 
our local buyers do.’ There are reasons 
for believing that some, if not all, of 
these. contracts will be made. If this 
should prove to be the case, oil will be 
worth more after the contracts have 
been signed than it is now. 

The growing demand for petroleum 
for fuel is largely due to its increased 
use on railways. It has been found, 
wherever systematically tried, to give 
better results at less cost than coal. 
When the first experiments were made 
of it on the Southern Caliornia division 
of the Santa Fé system, by the late 
General Manager Wade, it was found 
that, at $2. a barrel, the price then paid, 
it was cheaper than coal. When that 
company made contracts for future de- 
liveries of oil at $1.25 a barre! its rep- 
resentative said: ‘“‘The fuel problem ‘is 
solved.”” The example set in Southern 
California is now, after a continuous 
number of severe tests, being followed 
by the Baltimore and Ohio Railway 
Company, which has been experiment- 
ing with crude oil. In this case, so far, 
through inability to procure the requi- 
site supply, the experiments of this 
company have been confined to its uses 
for kindling purposes in the locomo- 
tives, but the results obtained were so 
satisfactory that oil for that purpose 
will be used on the whole line. During 
the month of November, 1897, at the 
company’s shops, which are located at 
Washington, Ind.. and Chillicothe, O., 
1226 fires were started with crude oil, 
at a cost of $17.32, or 1.41 cents per fire. 


_To have started the same number of 


fires with wood the cost would have 
been $306; or 24.96 cents “yt fire. This 
represents a saving of $288.6 

Secretary Storsburg, in his report to 
the Oil Producers’ Trustees, is cred- 
ited with saying that “the surplus pro- 
duction per day in December was 
1600 barrels; for January, 1400 barrels: 
for February, 1000 barrels, which is 
now reduced to 700 barrels for March. 
For the next sixty days the supply 
will be sufficient from the production, 
but in ninety days the demand will 
be such that the reserve will be drawn 
shite owing to a decrease in pump- 
ng 
There is nothing the present situ- 
ation on which to base such a state- 


ment. The wells are doing well, the 
situation is an entirely healthy one, 


the oil men have good credit at the 
banks, they are in a position to hold 
their surplus and to maintain their po- 
sition. The situation is altogether con- 
trary to that stated by the secretary 
of the Oil Producers’ Trustees, nor is 
there any occasion for him or the cor- 
poration he represents, to inject them- 


selves into the market as bulls or 
bears. They have a good market: if 
they are wise they will keep them- 


selves outside of speculation. 

The Oil Producers’ Trustees report 
having shipped twenty-five carloads 
of oi! to San Francisco during the 
last week. In addition to this they 
report having received a standing or- 
der for two carloads of oil for sShip- 
ment to the same point. They say that 


| during the last two weeks their stor- 


age receipts have not exceeded 200 bar- 
rels a day. They will begin to re- 
ci storage in their third tank to- 

ay.

the petitioners be required to nay the 
expenses of publishing such ordinances 
and other expenses incurred in grant- 
ing such privileges.”
